M adison, February 26.—Scarcely had 
the lamented Carpenter drawn his last 
breath when tho contest opened for his 
seat in the Seuate. and it is still going on. 
How it will end is a matter of uncertain­ 
ty. Most of those who supported Sawyer 
are pressing the name of Senator Camer­ 
on, and they express a confidence that he 
will be elected. It is now said that he 
will consent to be a candidate, and the 
opposition 
openly 
claim 
that 
he is anxious to enjoy the honor of filling 
the vacancy caused by the death of Sen­ 
ator Carpenter. The friends of Colonel 
Keyes claim, however, that he cannot re­ 
ly on all the support Mr. Sawyer receiv­ 
ed in the caucus iu January, as several 
who voted in the caucus for him have 
expressed a preference for Colonel Keyes 
and will support him as against any oth­ 
er man that eau tie named.

the matter aud will make no effort to 
canvass his chances until after tile funer­ 
al of the late Senator Carpenter.

As he did so the thief 
managed to get his coat open and made

effort to tear his watch and chain 
from his vest By a violent effort Dr. 
Smith thwarted his attempt, and some 
persons coming along at the time com­ 
pelled tile thief to abandon his purpose 
aud escape.

All is conjecture, 
however, and tile actual state will prob­ 
ably not be known until General Gar­ 
field shall see fit to announce it.

As I generally make it convenient to 
attend tile winter session of the Stub 
Agricultural and Horticultural societies, 
perhaps a few items thereto may not In 
out of place in the columns of the Ga­ 
zette. Since these two societies have 
made the practice of holding joint ses­ 
sions, there has been a marked interest 
aud an increased attendenee by our pro­ 
gressive farmers throughout the Stab 
indeed, the interest has increased to such 
an extent that the societies by joint reno 
lution, ask of our legislators to vote for a 
larger appropriation, to publish an in 
creased nunil>cr of the “transactions” for 
distribution among the farmers, who call 
or send for them. Members and others 
iuh> whose hands the volumes are placed 
are aware of the fact that the papers pre. 
sen tell at our wiuter meetings, and tin 
discussions thereon, are from our most 
practical aud intelligent agriculturists, 
and horticulturists, men who by experi­ 
ence are able to present facts which ar* 
of interest to all in like calling. Though 
lite convention lately closed was perhaps 
more largely attended thau any former 
meeting, yet there are hundreds of farm 
ers living within a three hours ride of 
Ifadison who never attend. One man 
said to me a year ago, “Since I have at­ 
tended these conventions I have nearly 
doubled the products of my farm by rais­ 
ing clover.” Now it is not expected that 
every man can so much increase his 
wealth, but there is very much to be 
learned by their inter-change of thought 
which helps over many a hard spot. 
Among the numerous topics presented 
at this session the two papers on “Forest 
tree planting” and “Ensilage and the 
Silo” were perhaps the most important. 
If we do not now feel the scarcity, or see 
the necessity of protecting our forests 
the 
time 
is 
not 
far 
dis­ 
tant 
when 
our 
State, 
and 
Nation 
must take 
active 
measures 
not ouly to promote,-but absolutely en­ 
force 
by 
penalty the 
preservation 
of 
such 
sorts 
as 
are 
of 
commercial value. 
The paper on “ En­ 
silage,” by Hon. I. C. Sloan, was exhaus­ 
tive and comprehensive in its details of 
the new method of preserving green fod­ 
der for the entire wiuter mouths; and if 
dairymen are to counteract this “ oleo­ 
margarine” business by producing al­ 
ways a better article tbau they uow do at 
less expense, this winter feeding from 
tile “ silo ” may be the way to accomplish 
it. 
This system though new for this 
State (as there are now only two or three 
in successful operation) is no longer an 
experiment, but a well demonstrated fact; 
aud I am informed that tut* lion. Mr. 
Sloan will build ail extensive silo the 
coming season on Ills farm, and from the 
interest manifested on this subject hiin- 
drtsls will be put in for next winter's 
feeding among our dairy farmers. 
This communication has already ex­ 
ceeded intended limit, but I must say a 
word alxmt the fine display of fruit had 
iii connection with the 
Horticultural 
meeting. 
The number of varieties presented was 
much larger than ever before for this sea­ 
son of the year, and some sorts showed 
a greater state of perfection than had ever 
been expected. There were a number of 
plates of Fameiise on exhibition, which 
for high color would vie with the Hyslop 
crab, aud to all appearance were as fair 
ami fine us the day they were picked. 
The premium list for winter display of 
fruit was somewhat increased and modi­ 
fied so as to induce tile bringing out of 
choice new varieties in tile way of seed­ 
lings, and possibly we may find a “Wis­ 
consin” apple. 
Many of the new Russian varieties are 
uow fruiting, and next wiuter we expect 
to see a large display of these sorts adapt­ 
ed to our soil and climate.

The Highest Active 
Volcano. 


(From the N. Y. Times.) 
Mauna Loa is said to be tile highest 
active volcano oh the globe. Its eleva­ 
tion, os ascertained by Lieutenant G. 
Wilkes—a native, by the by, of this city 
—during Ilia exploring expedition 40 
years ago, is 13,758 feet, though from the 
sea, 40 miles distant, it looks like a 
smooth, regular hill, by no means impos­ 
ing, clad half way up with forests, and 
rounded off at the top in the manner 
of a dome. The mountain has been 
built up from accretions by volcanic 
agencies, to which, in fact, the whole 
island—Hawaii—owes its origin; but it 
has, different from many volcanoes, no 
cone of ashes. It has a number of cra­ 
ters, both at tile summit and at the sides, 
and new ones are continually forming. 
Kilauea, the old crater, is 9 miles in cir­ 
cumference, and 6,000 feet above sea- 
level. The terminal crater is some 15,- 
OUI) feet long, 8,000 feet wide, and, on 
the west bauk, is near 800 feet deep. 
Wilkes, who descended it describes it aa 
full of ridges from IO to 50 feet high, al­ 
ternating with deep chasms, beds of har­ 
dened lava, and smoke, and steam exud­ 
ing fissures. The entire top of Mauna 
Loa is a vast expanse of lava, thrown out 
ti aid, aud now resembling a mass of me­ 
tal with great beds of clinkers. During 
Wilkes’ visit, Kilauea contained a lake of 
liquid fire, which overflowed and discharg­ 
ed in one night 12,000,000 cubic feet of 
lava, while a smaller pit poured out in 24 
hours 200,000 cubic feet Kilauea was 
was loug regarded as the abode of the 
goddess Pele, and tile tlireds of hardened 
lava spray collected about it are called 
Sele’s hair. During the eruption in Jan­ 
uary, 1850, three new craters were opened 
in the side of the mountain, the highest 
at 10,000 feet From one of the lower 
craters rose a column of liquid lava from 
200 to 500 feet high, which found its way 
underground to an outlet half a mile dis­ 
tant and poured, in a cataract at white 
heat down a steep of 50 feet The lava 
spread in a number of streams over the 
lower slojie aud reached the oceau in 6 
days, destroying a village in its fiery 
course. The meeting of the lava aud 
the sea is said to have been a terrific 
scene.

Farming iii Norway. 
The Norwegf&n farmer has little 
knowledge of systematic husbandry. 
His system of rotation is to meadow 
the same land for three or fxur years, 
without giving it any assistance in the 
shape of top-dressing; to break it up 
then for a suecesion of grain crops, 
tile last of w’hich only will be ma­ 
nured, and then leave it fallow to grow 
grass without seed. 
Root crops, ex­ 
cept potatoes, are never grown, and 
the land is manured, on an average, 
once only in seven or eight years. 
The Norwegian peasant proprietor, 
too, like the small Irish tenant, a1- 
ways keeps twice as much stock as he 
can feed projierly during the winter, 
aud supplements his fonder with birch 
and aluer leaves, bark of tho mountain- 
ash, reindeer moss, and, along the 
coast, with fish refuse.

Wintering Bees. 
Mr. Befinger advocates wintering 
Iices iu combs full of sealed honey. This 
extreme many bee-keepers fail to in­ 
dorse, but all agree that the opposite 
extreme of too much empty comb should 
also be avoided. 
In determining the 
amount of winter food it is well to know 
the average weight of the hives and 
contents independent of the honey; on 
weighing the stocks those too heavy 
should exchange combs with such as 
are lacking, 
lf from any cause there is 
a deficiency it must be supplied by 
fceiling. 
Bees scarce of honey in the 
fall, or bees forced to depend on fruit 
alone for honey, are not liable to winter 
so well as those, for instance, that 
have gathered honey from buckwheat 
or similar crops in the autumn. 
Mr. J. King advises in his Bee Jour­ 
nal that inasmuch as honey stored in 
June and July is thicker and contains 
less acid than that stored later in the 
season, it be removed from the hives 
and put away in a dark, dry place for 
winter purposes aud its place in the 
hive be filled with frames full of comb 
foundation set in the centre of the 
hive; and, if a dearth of honey in the 
flowers occurs, feed a little sirup from 
the best brown sugar each evening 
from the entrance of the hive. This, 
says Air. King, will promote rapid 
breeding, and by the time the fall flow­ 
ers are ready there will be a host of 
vigorous young workers to store it 
away. 
As bees are not inclined to 
•tore honey in boxes in the fall, Mr. 
King uses the extractor and replaces 
the empty combs in tho center of the 
breeding department of the hive, a 
process which, he believes, invariably 
excites the bees to intense activity. 
When the fall harvest is going on the 
queen will appropriate space in these 
center frames of the empty comb in 
order to insure a sufficient number of 
the young bees going into winter 
quarters. 
Finally Mr. King extracts 
all the combs containing honey and no 
brood to speak of and puts them away 
for use in early spring; in their place 
he sets the frames full of summer- 
stored honey. With six or seven frames 
in the center of each hive he brings the 
close-fitting division boards close 


A M i c h ig a n farmer writes to the 
Western Rural: The blood channels in 
the vascular systems of farm animals 
squentlv become more or less ob­ 
structed for shorter or longer intervals, 
which leads to tho accumulation of heat 
in the obstructed parts of the circula­ 
tion, in various parts of the body at dif­ 
ferent times. 
The result is almost in­ 
tolerable itching, and a desire—and a 
necessary desire, too—to rub the affect­ 
ed part against something, so as to 
start the circulation and abate the dis­ 
comfort. 
It is this itching, 
which 
occurs more frequently when the biod 
is foul, as the result of impurities in 
air, food, or water, that leads to great 
destruction of fences in many instances. 
The 
cattle, 
horses, or swine can 
not avoid it; cannot forego the neces­ 
sity of relieving their pain or discern 
fort by rubbing against any object that 
is accessible. Our own personal sensa­ 
tions at times teach this fa c t. So much 
may explain the necessity that animals 
in our pastures, yards, etc., have to 
rub, and that they certainly must rub 
against fences when no other places or 
facilities are afforded them. 
To preserve fences alone. I think it 
will pay woll to put one set of ruhhing- 
posts in every pasture, lot or yard, aud 
when the pastures are larger than live 
acres, two sets of rabbingqiosts should 
be provided, and more in large pastures. 
The best plan I now think of is to set 
two strong posts firmly in the ground, 
say ten feet apart, some rods from any 
fence. One post may be three feet high, 
the other ten feet above ground. 
A 
stout coupling pole five or six inches 
in diameter may be fitted and fastened 
to the top of each post reaching from 
one post to the other. This will give a 
chance for animals of various sizes to 
rub, which is equally convenient and 
necessary to all sizes and most kinds of 
stock, especially in the spring of the 
year. And it may be set down as cer­ 
tain that such a simple convenience IJ 
the animals will pay for more than its 
cost in preventing the destruction of 
fences. 


T h e profit to druggists from the 
practice of writing prescriptions in 
abbreviated Latin received a good illus­ 
tration in Boston the other day: A 
young man went into a druggist’s shop 
and handed him a prescription on which 
a few grains of cnloride of zinc in a 
pint of water was ordered in regular 
prescription form. 
The total cost at 
retail was probably about a cent, but 
tho druggist unblushingly asked for 
seventy-hve. 
When remonstrated with 
for charging so much for putting up a 
prescription, the ingredients and cost 
of which were named to him, he an 
swered that he did not suppose that the 
customer could read the prescription, 
and, as he could, only ten cents would 
be charged. 
In this state of affairs it 
seems advisable to learn to read pre 
scri prions.

In a recent issue of the Farmer some 
inquiries appear about drying fruit. 
Four years ago last winter I procured 
a dry er, and have had it in use ever 
sinoe, drying nearly all kinds of fruit, 
large and small, that are usually raised 
on a fruit farm; also pumpkins, sweet 
com and several garden vegetables, 
all of which retain their natural flavor 
so nearly that many persons eating 
them prepared for the table do not dis­ 
cover that they are dried products 
until told- 
I have dried of apples each 
year from 800 to 3,000 pounds, and re­ 
alized from eight to fourteen cents per 
pound in]Philadelphia aud Pittsburgh, 
while common fruit sold at the same 
time from one and one-half to three or 
four cents per pound. My dried peach­ 
es, pared, brought me twenty-five cents 
per pound readily, and last year thirty 
for my best. 
Raspberries I sold for 
from twenty-eight to thirty cents per 
pound, requiring a fraction over three 


cap and the entrance is contracted into 
about one inch space. Quimby gives the 
necessary supply of honey at five combs 
averaging five pounds each, or six 
weighing four pounds each, for winter­ 
ing indoors, with an excess of five 
pounds for hives wintered outside. 
Many bee-keepers still advocate out- 
of-door wintering or summer stands. 
When this practice is followed the 
hives must be protected from cutting 
winds, lf the cees are to receive no 
attention. Quimby advises the common 
box-hive with holes in the top, loosely 
filled with rags or some porous sub­ 


season, but did some unpitied at nine 
cents per pound. I cannot tell how 
many cherries it will take to make one 
pound after drying. I am satisfied that 
if we can sell at home or anywhere 
e!se so they will net us five or six cents 
r quart, we would not do better to 
ry them, though I think pitted cher­ 
ries sold in our markets for about 
twenty-five cents per pound last season. 
When I cannot get as much as forty 
cents per bushel for green apples I dry 
all I can get and think it pays better.
